On the average satisfactory disinfection of secondary wastewater effluent can be obtained when the
chlorine residualis 0.5 ppm after 15 minutes of contact. Although the chlorine residualis the critical
factor indisinfection, the importance of correlating chlorine residual with bacterial kill must be
emphasized. The MPN of the effluent, whichis directly related to the water quality standards
requirements, should be the final and primary standard. The chlorine residual should be considered an
operating standard valid only to the extent verified by the coliform quality of the effluent.
